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Eight Streams in Catskills 
Recommended for Protection

HOBART 


Portions of eight major streams in the Catskill 


Region— including parts of the Esopus and Rondout 
Creeks in Ulster County—have been recommended 
for inclusion in New York State's Wild, Scenic and 
Recreational Rivers System. 


State approval of the recommended designations 


would'protect the streams from unreasonable de- 
velopment and misuse. 


The recommendations have been made by the 


Catskill Center for Conservation and Development 
(CCCD). The streams recommended for designation 
total 270 miles in length, including 219 miles within 
the Catskill Park and more than 90 miles within the 
borders of Ulster County. 


The streams in Ulster County that would be 


affected by CCCD's recommendations include the 
Esopus Creek between Winnisook Lake and the 
Ashokan Reservoir (24 miles), Rondout Creek from 
its source to the Rondout Reservoir (13 miles), 
Sundown Creek in the Town of Denning (6.5 miles), 
East Branch of the Neversink River in the Towns 
of Denning and Shandaken (13.5 miles), West 
Branch of the Neversink River in the Town of 
Denning (14 miles), Willowemoc Creek in the Town 
of Denning (3 miles) and the Beaverkill in the Town 
of Hardenburgh (18 miles.).

Streams outside of Ulster County that would be 


;.affected include the Delaware River and Schoharie 
:Gr£ek, as well as portions of the streams previously 
mentioned. 


The state allows appropriate waterways to be 


designated as either wild, scenic or recreational. 
Each designation carries with it certain restrictions 
concerning use and developent. 


A "wild" designation imposes the most stringent 


restrictions. It prohibits any new structures or 
improvements or development on any kind within 
the stream's corridor. Access by any form of motor 
vehicle is also prohibited. In general, a river must 
be primitive in nature and inaccessible to the public 
except by water, foot or horse trail in order to qualify 
for a "wild" designation. 


Only one stream in Ulster County has been 


recommended for a "wild" designation: a five mile 
stretch of the Beaverkill from Balsam Lake to its 
source. 


A "scenic" designation carries somewhat less 


stringent restrictions than a "wild" designation. 
Mining, excavation and construction of roads are 
prohibited in a scenic river's corridor. 


Most of the streams affected in Ulster County 


have been recommended for a scenic designation 
(approximately 63 miles), including the East and 
West Branches of the Neversink River and the 
Rondout Creek. 


A "recreational" designation is the least severe of 


the three. It emphasizes protection of the ecological, 
recreational, aesthetic, scenic and fish and wildlife 
features of the area, but does not prohibit develop- 
ment of lands or roads. Like the wild and scenic 
designations, it does stipulate that existing land 
uses may not be altered or expanded without the 


approval of the Department of Environmental Con- 
servation. (DEC). 


The Esopus Creek has been recommended for a 


recreational designation. 


CCCD's recommendations are just that—recom- 


mendations. The responsibility for designating wa- 
terways lies with the New York State Legislature, 
upon the recommendation of the DEC. 


Now that CCCD's evaluation procedure is com- 


pleted, the DEC is required to meet with local 
landowners and government agencies to determine 
what steps, if any, should be taken to protect the 
streams that have been identified. Public hearings 
are held in conjucntion with the DEC's investiga- 
tion. If the department decides that designation of 
particular streams represents the best method for 
protection, it may make its own recommendations 
to the Legislature. 


The inventory of Catskill Region streams was a 


two-year endeavor undertaken with the help of 
graduate students participating in the Massachu- 
setts Audubon Society's summer intern program. 
Theodore Gordon Flyfishers, Inc., performed the 
survey on the Esopus Creek. 


Less than 1,000 miles of state waterways have 


been designated since the Wild, Scenic and Recrea- 
tional Rivers Act was passed in 1972. There was an 
attempt to designate a section of the Black Creek 
in the Towns of Lloyd and Esopus as a scenic river, 
but the bill was vetoed by Gov. Hugh Carey earlier 
this year.

An Infamous Act 


Just as Dec. 7, 1941 will live in infamy, so will 


Nov. 10,1975. It was on Dec. 7 that the Japanese 
attacked Pearl Harbor. And it was on Nov. 10 
that a majority of the members of the United 
Nations General Assembly asserted that Zionism 
is a form of racism. 


Daniel Moynihan, the U.S. Ambassador to the 


United Nations, termed the resolution "This 
Infamous Act" and his words describe the feel- 
ings of revulsion and disgust with which most 
Americans viewed "this latest fiasco by the world 
governing body. 


The United Nations bill was proposed by a 


consortium of Arab, Third World and Com- 
munist states. Their bill applies the label to the 
Jews, who have been the victims of racism for so 
many centuries. 


Passage of the resolution could mean the begin- 


ning of the end for the UN. What was once a 
governing body of peace is now a cesspool of 
malice, ignorance and prejudice. 


What this infamous resolution really means is 


that any Jew (or non-Jew) who avows support for 
Israel can be termed a Zionist- and, therefore, a 
racist. 


May the emotions stirred by this action be held 


in check and may the United States, Israel and 
the Arab countries see it in their best interests 
to bend their energies' toward further diplomatic 
progress. Only real peace will heal the bitterness. 


Thousands in Garment District 
Protest UN Ruling on Zionism 
milace Makes h 0® 
cial 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Thousands of demonstrators poured 


into Manhattan's garment district Tuesday to protest a United 
Nations General Assembly resolution terming Zionism a form 
of racism. 


Police estimated the predominantly Jewish crowd for the 


lunchtime rally at 35,000, but organizers put the figure at 
100,000. 


Some of the gathering — which came from as far away as 


Baltimore and Springfield, Mass., — carried signs reading "Is 
the U.N.' a Fourth Reich," "Anti-Zionism is Anti-Semitism," 
and "UN—UNwelcome, UNwanted." 


Waving American and Israeli flags and wearing buttons 


proclaiming "I am a Zionist," the crowd cheered as a succession 
of speakers scored the U.N. resolution passed 72-35 Monday 
night with 32 abstentions. 


U.S. Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., characterized the U.N. 


move as "obscene." Javits said the action raises a "profound 
question" over continued U.S. participation in the world body. 


The Rt. Rev. Paul Moore, Episcopal bishop of New York, said 


that "while it may be legitimate to differ over foreign policy," 
the U.N. resolution was a "smear" of Jews. 


Citing reports that some American businesses have black- 


balled Jewish employes and firms to comply with the Arab 
boycott, Moore said that "all of us must stand against this 
incipient racism and antiSemitism." 


Chaim Herzog, Israeli ambassador to the U.N., gave special 


praise to the U.S. ambassador to the U.N., Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan, who called the General Assembly vote "an infamous 
act." 


Herzog said the fight against the resolution "by your 


delegation to the U.N. was its finest hour and you may be proud 
of it for taking a stand for decency and human rights." 


The demonstration was sponsored by the Conference of 


Presidents of Major American Jewish Organizations, which 
began organizing the rally 10 days ago after the resolution was 
passed by a U.N. committee. 


President Ford deplores the United Nations resolution but 


thinks the United States should stay in the world body. 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, speaking in Pittsburgh 


Tuesday night, said "The vote was no credit to the U.N. The 
U.S. will ignore the vote and the U.N. will damage itself if it 
continues on this road." 


But State Department spokesman Robert Funseth held open 


the possibility Tuesday the United States might reduce its 
contributions to the United Nations. He also said the United 
States would not participate "in any way" in the U.N.- 
sponsored Decade for Action to Combat Racism and Racial 
Discrimination. 


White House spokesman William Greener described the 


President's attitude after Ford met with a visiting Israeli 
delegation: 


"President Ford reaffirmed that the United States deplores 


the characterization of Zionism as a form of racism and believes 
that the adoption of this resolution undermines the principle 
on which the United Nations is based." 


But Greener said Ford thinks the United States should 


remain in the world body and that it should also go through 
with plans to provide Egypt with $750 million in economic 
assistance as part of the Middle East peace effort. 


Later in the day, Ford was asked during a campaign trip to 


Charleston, W.Va., if the United States would take punitive 
action against countries that vote for the resolution. "It doesn't 
seem to me we ought to make any snap judgments," he replied. 
Ford said, however, "We will look how the situation is handled 
by the nations that supported the resolution." 


Members of Congress Tuesday vowed to re-examine U.S. 


participation and support for the United Nations. 


The Senate unanimously passed a resolution calling on the 


United Nations to reconsider its "ill-advised" resolution and 
asked the foreign affairs committees of both houses to re-assess 
U.S. participation. 


A similar resolution failed to pass the House on a unanimous 


consent procedure when objections were raised by Rep. Robert 
W. Kastenmeier, D-Wis. 


But Rep. Lester Wolff, D-N.Y., chairman of the subcomittee 


for future foreign policy', said he would press legislation for 
cutting of $900,000 in annual U.S. contributions to the General 
Assembly budget. 


Satisfied With Your Life?... Most of Us Are

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (UPI) — A University of Michigan 


researcher today said Americans seem relatively satisfied with 
their lives, particularly those who don't know any better. 


Angus Campbell of the Institute for Social Research released 


results of a 1971 survey at a meeting of national science writers. 
The study indicated even the poor and uneducated tend to 
ignore other life styles and accept their living conditions. 


Campbell disputed recent studies by Midwest Research 


Institute rating the life quality in cities and states by "objective 
data" such as wealth, politics, environment and crime rates. 


"The quality of life lies in the individual, not in his or her 


circumstances," Campbell said. "That's why I don't like the 
MRI studies. They didn't consider the individual himself. 


"Most people find satisfaction in their lives, even when 


objective criteria indicate otherwise. People learn to accept 
their circumstances as satisfying." 


Interviews with 2,164 persons in 48 states also contradicted 


MRI conclusions that the West was the best place to live and 
the South was the worst, he said. 


Campbell's survey, the first of its kind in the nation, 


indicated only a slight variance in attitudes about the nation's 
regions. 


"There generally aren't large differences," he said, "but 


where there are, they tend to favor the South. The East is the 
poorest." 


Even blacks, victimized by historic discrimination, favored 


the South, he said. Campbell said the preference was partly 
due to the tendency for southern blacks to be "more rural, less 
sophisticated and behind the times compared to those in 
northern cities." 


A comparative analysis showed blacks generally less satisfied 


with their lives than whites, he said. Campbell said there was 
no major difference in attitudes between men and women. 


Satisfaction with life quality was strongly tied to income for 


'most sectors, Campbell said. However, he said college gradu- 
ates looked to factors other than money for signs of achieve- 
ment. 


In a breakdown according to metropolitan, small town and 


rural areas, the survey reported that the smaller the town, the 
more statisfied residents were with their location, housing, job, 
standard of living and life as a whole, 


"Satisfaction also tends to increase with age." Campbell 


said. "As a person gets older the aspirations come down to the 
levels of achievement. The young have little achievement und 
high expectations, so their satisfaction is less."

Wife Wishes Death, 
Husband Obliges Her 


CALLAHAN, Fla. (UPI) - 


Laura Wright, 19 and a bride 
of two months, got tired of 
fighting with her burly hus- 
band and told him she wished 
she was dead, according to 
state investigator Roy F. Dorn. 


"He said he could oblige her 


if she wanted," and promptly 
did so — by hopping aboard 
the family bulldozer and bury- 
ing her alive, said Dorn. He 
charged William Peter Wright 
Jr., 26, with first-degree 
murder. 


Dorn said Wright, son of a 


wealthy dairyman, and his 
wife went out to drive across 
the pastures of the dairy farm 
in a truck shortly before mid- 
night Monday. 


"It's not uncommon for a 


man and his wife to go out for 
a late night ride around these 
parts," said Dorn. "They were 
fighting and he said she told 
him that she was ready to end 
it all, that she wanted to die." 


Their ride ended with 


Wright, behind the controls of 
a bulldozer, burying his wife 
alive in a six-foot deep pasture 
grave a mile and a half from 
their home. 


"We've 
got 
two theories 


we're looking at," Dorn said. 
"We're not sure whether he hit 
her, 
making her semi- 


conscious, and then dumped 
her body into the hole, or 
whether she got inside the hole 


voluntarily." 


An unidentified relative told 


police he went to the pasture 


to investigate when he heard 
the bulldozer about 1 a.m. 
Tuesday. 


According to Dorn, the rela- 


tive found Wright driving the 
bulldozer and when he asked 
him 
what 
he was doing, 


Wright told him he was bury- 
ing Laura. After some dis- 
cussion, they began to disinter 


her. 


Dom said sheriffs deputies 


were called when the two 
found they could't dislodge the 
body from beneath the mound 
of earth. 


"The hole was too deep," 


Dorn said. "They were only 
able to get her head above 
ground." 


Lt. Laurie Ellis, of the Nas- 


sau County Sheriffs depart- 
ment, said a medical examiner 
told him "it would be extreme- 
ly difficult to determine how 
she died." 


"She had several bruises on 


her face, including a broken 
jaw. The traction blade (of the 
bulldozer) caused massive in- 
juries to her chest. Part of her 
right 
foot was 
amputated. 


There was damage to her liver 
and blood in both lungs." 


Dorn said the Wrights lived 


on the dairy farm owned by 
Wright's father, a prominent 
figure in this hamlet about 25 
miles northwest of Jack- 
sonville. 


Dorn said the younger 


Wright had "a prior record 
involving violence, including 
some altercations with the po- 
lice."

WASHINGTON, D.C. 


Congressmen Matthew F. 


McHugh (D-27th Dist.) and 
•Robert J. Cornell (D-Wis.) 
have introduced a bill to end 
congressional nominations to 
U.S. service academies and, 
instead, permit the academies 
to choose their own students 
on the basis of merit. 


The two first-term repre- 


sentatives cited a number of 
criticisms of the existing sys- 
tem under which represent- 
atives and senators can fill five 
vacancies apiece at each of the 
three academies. 


McHugh said there is a 


widespread 
belief that 


academy appointments are po- 
litical. In a statement made on 
the house floor he said, "The 
bill we are introducing would 
abolish the appearance of fa- 
voritism and require that all 
applications be received and 
judged by the academies on 
the basis of merit. It would free 


our offices of the burden of 
administration which should, 
as in all other situations, be 
handled by the schools." 


"It would remove the aura of 


politics from the admission 
process," he said. 


"I believe we are all cons- 


cientious in carrying out our 
responsibilities," McHugh 
added, "but there should be a 
single uniform standard for all 
applicants. Moreover, the ser- 
vice academies are better qual- 
ified than we to judge the 
applicants."

Fading hopes for survivors 


all but died late Tuesday when 
s e a r c h e r s f o u n d t h e 
Fitzgerald's two wooden life 
boats empty. One had a gap- 
ing hole in the bottom and its 
two orange rubber rafts, in- 
flated automatically, a l s o 
were empty.

Policeman, Not Politician

It was almost a year ago that The Freeman 


endorsed Thomas F. Mayone in the hotly contested 
race for Ulster County Sheriff. 


One of the reasons for The Freeman's endorsement 


was because it was thought that Mayone would run 
-the sheriffs department in a professional manner. 
••- There have been improvements since Mayone 
-took office, especially in the operation of the jail and 
;in road patrol work by the deputies. 
^ However, occurrences during the past several 
; weeks give The Freeman reason to wonder about 
•Mayone's performance as sheriff. 


Last week, State Police Zone Supervisor Lt. 


Stanley Kowalik criticized Mayone concerning a 
statement, loaded with misinformation, reportedly 
made by Mayone to a news media wire service in 
which Mayone claimed credit for his department for 
solving a major murder case actually solved by the 
state police. 


Judging from the facts, Kowalik's criticism ap- 


pears both intelligent 
and well-founded. The 


criticism deserved an intelligent answer from the 
sheriff. 


Instead, Mayone responded in a press release so 


blatantly political and full of innuendo that it, in 
fact, tended to support Kowalik's initial contention 
of "unprofessionalism." 
- In his press release, Mayone did not even bother 
to directly affirm or deny the real question raised 
by Kowalik's criticism — whether the sheriff issued 
the statement to the wire service. 


What Mayone said instead was, "The sheriff, who 


is the highest elected constitutional officer in Ulster 
County, is not elected by the readers of an out of 
county publication." 


One can only infer from this that Mayone's 


primary concern in issuing public statements is to 
make himself look good in the eyes of the Ulster 
County electorate. 


- Mayone charges that Kowalik is apparently run- 
ning for the appointed post of state police super- 
intendent. The charge is ridiculous . . . but what 
position is Mayone seeking? 


His recent proposal calling for the formation of a 


county-wide police department with a sheriff at the 
helm seems an effort to gain personal political 
power. 


Whatever Mayone is seeking, it is not the same 


thing he was seeking a year ago. While running for 
sheriff, Mayone said he wanted more cooperation 
between the sheriffs department and other police 
departments in Ulster County. 


Now he is engaged in controversy with the state 


police and has made several other police agencies 
less than happy over the county-wide police depart- 
ment proposal. 


Maybe Kowalik was wrong in placing an "un- 


professional" label on Mayone. However, Mayone 
is acting less and less like a professional police 
officer. He is, instead, behaving like a professional 
politician. 


The Freeman suggests that if Ulster County is to 


get the full benefit of the money it spends on the 
sheriffs department, the sheriff should become 
more of a police officer and less of a politician. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Playing Politics With OMBE

WASHINGTON—The Watergate scandal isn't over for 


blacks and other minority businessmen. 


The Office of Minority Business Enterprise (OMBE), which 


is supposed to find and foster business opportunities for 
minority entrepreneurs, is floundering under the leadership of 
a political operative appointed by former President Nixon. 


Alex Armendaris, a 45-year-od Mexican-American, was 


named OMBE's director in 1973 as a reward for faithful service 
to Nixon. 


At the White House, he had served with a task force which 


manipulated federal grants and contracts to win political 
support from Spanish-speaking Americans. 


He apparently learned his lesson well. For at OMBE, he has 


continued to reward friends with federal funds and to punish 
enemies by denying them money. 


From confidential OMBE files, here are a few examples: 
—Armendaris. intervened to help a former White House 


colleague, Tony Rodriguez, obtain an OMBE contract. As 
Armendaris acknowledged to our reporter 
Gary Cohn, 


Fastest Typewriter in the East 


Rodriguez lost his job and needed the money. Armendans saw 
nothing wrong with aiding his friend, because he was quali- 
fied." 
., v , 


-The Greater Jamaican Chamber of Commerce, a New York 


City organization, recently requested $100,000 for a trade fair. 
OMBE officials who read the proposal found it ludicrous. 
Nonetheless, Armendaris scratched around for enough money 
to help the Chamber. Reason: it happened to be located m the 
district of Rep. Joseph Addabbo, D-N.Y., who heads a 
subcommmittee with jurisdiction over the OMB. 


—Another time, Texas Tech University asked for $40,000 for 


a training program. Armendaris' general counsel, John Top- 
ping, personally intervened to make sure the money was 
granted. For Texas Tech is located in the home district of Rep. 
George Mahon, D-Tex., who runs the House Appropriations 
Committee. 


—Over $7.4 million was squandered last year on dead-end 


projects which, according to a confidential memo to Armen- 
daris from two of his aides, won't "have an effect on minority 
business enterprise." 


—Armendaris has accepted valuables from contractors seed- 


ing OMBE funding. Once he accepted a carton of toys for his 
children from a St. Louis businessman who wound up with an 
OMBE contract. Armendaris explained that the toys^ were 
shipped to him and he merely forgot to retun them. "They 
weren't very good anyway," he said. Another St. Louis 
contractor allegedly provided Armendaris with a gallon of 
liquor and a free hotel suite. The OMBE chief told us he 
couldn't remember who paid the hotel bill. 


—Last winter, Armendaris took three subordinates to sunny 


Puerto Rico for what he insists were "business" purposes. On 
another Occasion, he tried to placate a disgruntled assistant, 
LeRoy Rogers, by taking him on a business trip to Hawaii. 
Armendaris told us he likes to take someone to handle 
scheduling and administrative details. 


Footnote: The Commerce Department, OMBE's parent 


agency, is taking what officials assure us is a "serious" look 
at Armendaris' activities. Other OMBE 
officials have 


beseeched us to help clean up their agency. 


BEAUTY TREATMENTS: Public Health Service hospitals 


are giving beauty treatments to government workers and their 
dependents at the taxpayers' expense. 


All eight PHS hospitals are performing cosmetic surgery, 


including face lifts, breast augmentations and "torso reduc- 
tions"—a fancy term for flab removal. 


The full range of plastic surgical services, from skin grafts 


to nose jobs, is available. And if the government patients are 
unhappy with their new face of figure, they can sue for 
malpractice. 


Footnote: Over the past 18 months, the staff of the PHS 


hospital at Norfolk, Va., alone performed 51 face lifts, 77 breast 
augmentations and 41 torso reductions. In Washington, a 
spokesman said he was "surprised" that PHS hospitals were 
offering beauty treatments. 


WATCH ON WASTE: It costs the taxpayers $650 for a full 


field investigation, only $7.50 for a simple security check. 


Yet the Energy Research and Development Administration, 


formerly the Atomic Energy'Commission, ordered 13,000 "Q" 
clearances for new employees last year. A "Q" clearance 
requires the full $650 investigation. 


Among those who got the $650 clearance: 
— An optometrist who fits safety glasses for employees, works 


one day a week and has no access to classified areas. 


— Two employees who were cleared to install lockers. They 


worked only three days, yet received $1,300 worth of investigat- 
ing between them. 


— An entire 150-man electricians union was cleared, not to 


work at the plant but to be available if needed. 


An ERDA spokesman denied that any unnecessary in- 


vestigating was done. He contended that all employees have 
possible access to classified areas.

fact that John B. Connally's 
curious quest for political 
power would bring him to the 
Republican back reaches of 
New England shows how de- 
termined the former governor 
of Texas is to establish a base

even pro-Connally politicians, 
because until recenty there 
seemed no conceivable way for 
the 58-year-old Texan to break

Now, however, with Nelson 


Rockefeller out of 1976 vice- 
presidential contention and 
President Ford and Ronald 
Reagan on the verge of bitterly 
bruising primary combat start- 
ing in February, Connally's 
hope for a piece of the action 
looks less forlorn. If it comes, 
Connally makes cellar to in- 
timates, it will come inside— 
not outside— the Republican 
party. 


Well before he arrived here 


last week in spring-like weath- 
er to address the $25 a plate 
annual Republica fund-raising 
dinner, he knew the political 
climate was distinctly chilly. 
For one thing, John 
Mc- 


Claughrey, Caledonia County 
party chairman, boycotted the 
dinner. Conservative Re- 
publican McClaughrey at- 
tacked ex-Democrat Connally 


as "a menace to America" for 
advocating compulsory na- 
tional service and embracing 
what McClaughrey called the 
"corporate socialism" of 
Lockheed-style federal bail- 
outs while he was Richard 
Nixon's Secretary of the 
Treasury-. 


Far more important, how- 


ever, was the 
initial—but 


quick to change—reaction to 
Connally of old-line party pa- 
trons who came only grudging- 
ly to hear the Dixie accents of, 
Lyndon B. Johnson's political 
protege. 


"I'm here because I have to 


be," the chairman of one of 
Vermont's most populous 
counties told us in the bleak 
basement of the Barre 
auditorium near here while 
awaiting Connally's arrival for 
dinner. "No matter what the 
jury said, Connally is still car- 
rying that smear." We heard

year's bribery trial—a harsh 
rebuttal 
to Connally's own 


feeling that his indictment 
hurt not "one bit." 


Worse was the peremptory 


dismissal of Connally as a Re- 
publican leader, much less a 
party power, by one of the 
main managers of Republican 
Sen. Robert Stafford'g6-61:e 
election campaign next year. 
Asked how Connally might 
fare in New England as a 
candidate for national office, 
he said the question was 
based on an "unimaginable" 
premise. 


Such open hostility to the 


state committee's con- 
troversial choice for the 1975 
party 
fund-raising dinner 


(addressed last year by Pres- 
ident Ford and in 1973 by 
Ronald Reagan) warmed up 
all the more glittering. 


For what Connally proved 


here, to the great surprise of 
the Republican estab- 
lishment, was that his flair 
and rhetorical drama on the 
political stump exceed that 
of any other Republican with 
the possible exception of Re- 
agan. Even more attractive 
to the dour, no-nonsense 
Yankee politicians who 
heard him was Connelly's 
breathtaking 
positons on 


highly controversial political 
issues (a freedom he blandly 
tells frinds he can indulge in 
because "I'm not running for 
anything"). 


Thus, following his speech 


here calling for a single, six- 
year presidential term, a 
maximum 12 years in Con- 
gress, forced retirement at 70 
for all federal judges and a 
host of other 
proposals, 


former Gov. Deane Davis 
was exuberant. 


"The best speech we have

ever had at one of our fund- 
raisers," he told .us. "He 
really aroused the party and 
he got a tremendous reac- 
tion." Indeed, repeated ap- 
plause, including a foot- 
thumping ovation when Con- 
nally attacked the 
"gov- 


ernmental Bureaucracy Con- 
gress has allowed to envelop 
every phase of private busi- 
ness and private life," re- 
vealed a portent here that 
some 
politicians perceive 


across the nation: a yearning 
for what appears to be bold 
l e a d e r s h i p under a 
charismatic leader. 


It is this portent that has 


aroused Connally's instinct 
and sent him out on the 
gruelling cream-chicken po- 
litical dinner circuit around 
the nation. Connally senses 
the political vacuum and in- 
tends to be available to fill it 
—if the chance comes. 


That it will come is hightly 


unlikely, but not quite so 
unlikely as just one week ago 
when the Republican party 
effectively lost its Vice Presi- 
dent. If the vacuum begins to 
pull in John Connally, a lot 
of Republicans here in Ver- 
mont now know who he is. 


"Wow, let me see if I have this straight You're 
the liberal and you're the conservative, or was it 


Thinking about celebrating our Bicentennial, I 


sometimes wonder if we aren't going about it all the 
wrong way. 


We are having fun re-enacting our victories and 


parading our accomplishments, patting ourselves on 
the back until our shoulders creak. 


Might it not be more enlightening to our young 


(and to ourselves) if we looked back on all the bad 
things we've done and recovered from and the bad 
times we've had and come through despite them? 
It is from one's mistakes that one learns more than 
from one's lucky breaks—and we've certainly made 
plenty of mistakes and survived. 


Why did we put ourselves through the agony of 


four years of Civil War? And when the side that 
stood for man's humanity to man won, why did the 
winners pour it on with such inhumanity that the 
side that lost was driven—and allowed—to mullify 
ao much of the victory by devising ways to continue 
the humiliation of their ex-slaves for so long? 
Wouldn't a little healthy thought about that era 
help us to cure ourselves of the unhealthy residue 
of it, obviously still unpurged in us? 


We are just recovering from a pretty acute case 


of immorality in government we elected. Might it 
not help our convalescense to recall that immorality 
in high places is not a disease we haven't had before 
—and recovered from? 


Are you concerned that Big Business is getting too 


big for its britches? Even I can remember when 
Trust Busting was the favorite topic of the day. We 
got mushrooming monopolies in hand (more or less) 
once. So we're at it again. O.K.—the thing to 
celebrate is that we didn't lie down and roll over 
when Big Business got out of hand in the Nineteenth 
Century and need not in the Twentieth. There is 
only a difference in scale confronting us. 


And stupidities and lack of foresight in our 


leadership? They are hardly new phenomena in our 
history. Wouldn't it help us restore our confidence 
in ourselves and in our government to be reminded 
that we've experienced them before—and had to 
pay for them—but that we're still here, still free to 
choose new leaders and to use our brains in our own 
interest? 


Are corruption and crime bothering you? Try 


reading honest history books. Both have always 
been with us. The wellspring on which to draw is 


that while other 
civilized countries resigned 


themselves to man's frailties, we never have. A lot 
of Europeans simply shrugged their shoulders at 
Watergate. We didn't—any more than we did when 
the Teapot Dome scandal shook the nation in the 
Twenties. Mightn't it serve us to recall how we 
reacted to past exposures— by reminding us of our 
heritage of standing up to wrong doing? 


I know our forefathers were brave on Bunker Hill 


and that we've a unique record of productivity and 
generosity—and I'm proud that there has been a 
United States of America for two hundred years— 
and, obviously, that I'm a citizen of it. But this 
doesn't seem to me quite the right.time to be laying 
it on. Rather, I'd like the occasion of our two 
hundredth birthday to be used to remind us of what 
we had to get through to have a two hundredth 
birthday to celebrate successfully. 


That kind of approach seems to me a sounder 


foundation on which to build confidence in our 
being the kind of people who can take it and come 
through it. Come through anything, even—well, you 
name your favorite worry.

An Open Letter 


Editor, The Freeman: 


This letter is in reply to the 


letter from Joan Benham, 
Manager, 
Howard Johnson 


Motor Lodge, Kingston, New 
York, that appeared in your 
November 5 issue of the Daily 
Freeman. 
Dear Mrs. Benham: 


In your letter to the Freeman 


which appeared in the Novem- 
ber 5, 1975 issue, you con- 
cluded with the phrase "I Lift 
My Lamp Beside the Golden 
Door." 


Allow me to shed some light, 


Mrs. Benham, on your inac- 
curate and derogatory remarks 
directed to "our local welfare 
department." 


An applicant or recipient 


who is deemed employable, 
cannot "collect welfare" if 
he/she is "unwilling" to work. 
Every employable applicant 
is referred to the New York 
State Employment 
Service 


prior to the granting of public 
assistance. The New York 
State Department of Social 
Services requires all un- 
employed employable appli- 
cants and recipients of as- 
sistance to1 accept any em- 
ployment in which they are 
able to engage. To achieve this 
objective, the Department 
maintains a cooperative ar- 
rangement with the New York 
State Employment Service. 


The New York Employment 


Service is the primary source 
of manpower services and is 
required by statute to place all 
unemployed employable ap- 
plicants and recipients in jobs 
in which they are able to en- 
gage; it may also place such 
persons in an 
occupational 


training program to enhance 
the individual's opportunities 
for employment. Additionally, 
such recipients are required to 
pick up their regular public 
assistance check at the State 
Employment Service Office. 


No assistance or care is to 


be given an employable per- 
son as defined in the statute 
who has not registered with 
the nearest local State Em- 
ployment Service Office or has 
refused to accept Employment 
in which he is able to engage. 
Such person is required to 
obtain and file with the so- 
cial services official at least 
once in every semi-monthly 
period certification from the 
appropriate State Em- 
ployment Service Office that 
such office has no order for 
an opening in part-time, full- 
time, temporary or per- 
manent employment in 


which he ii able to engage 
and to receive hit public as- 
•iitance grant in perion 
from luch office. He will be 
eneligible for assistance if he 
fails to obtain such certifica- 
tion, or willfully fails to report 
for an interview at the State 
Employment Service with re- 
spect to employment when re- 
quested to do so by such office, 
or wilfully fails to report to 
such office the result of a refer- 
ral to employment, or willfully 
fails-to report for employment. 


The questionnaire that you 


appeared to find objec- 
tionable, is designed to enable 
us to obtain information from 
an employer that will assist us 
in determining whether or not 
an applicant or recipient is, in 
fact, in compliance with the 
"work rules." 


This agency also has a high- 


ly successful "Work Relief 
program which requires the 
assignment 
of unemployed 


Home Relief recipients to work 
for the state, city, town or 
village, or in an activity of a 
non-profit agency or institu- 
tion. 


You indicated concern that 


"our local welfare department 
can't be investigated." Every 
aspect 
of this agency is 


audited not only by the New 
York State Department of So- 
cial Services, but by the De- 
partment of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare,-as well. The 
audits, reviews, or if you pre- 
fer, 
"investigations," cover 


Medicaid, Food Stamps, and 
Public Assistance. They cover 
eligibility determination, 
amounts of payments, accoun- 
ting procedures and record re- 
views. We do share with you 
your concern for the ever-in- 
creasing welfare rolls and vast 
expenditures. However, the 
granting of public assistance is 
based on New York State De- 
partmental Regulation 
and 


Social Services Law. 


Please note that this agency 


recently met with local, state 
and federal legislators in an 
effort to review and revise 
some of the regulations in ef- 
fect. Until such time as these 
changes are effected, we will, 
and we must, comply with the 
rules and regulations to the 
best of our ability; the resi- 
dents of Ulster County can ask 
no more and deserve no less.

Editor, The Freeman: 


There are those among us 


who look upon wildlife as hav- 
ing meaning only so long as it 
can be directly useful to man. 
Then there are others who 
view animals as having rights 
of their own, especially a right 
to life irregardless of their eco- 
nomic or "sport" value. The 
Ulster County SPCA, believ- 
ing that all animals have a 
right to a life as free from 
suffering as possible, recently 
issued a release on the practice 
of bowhunting which it finds 
to be cruel and inhumane. All 
the information contained in 
the release came from three 
sources, the book Mankind? 
by Cleveland Amory, a Special 
Report on Hunting prepared 
by the Humane Society of the 
United States and data ob- 
tained from the N.Y. State 
Department of Environmental 
Conservation. The Special Re- 
port on Hunting contained the 
statistics on the 30,000 deer 
carcasses found in Michigan 
who had died from hunting 
wounds; it did not distinguish 
between gun and arrow 
wounds. 


As could have been pre- 


dicted, the release was not 
received favorably by 
"sportsmen." Mr. Frederick 
Faerber m, president of the 
Ulster County Federated 
Sportsmen's Club, has since 
rebuked the Freeman for sup- 
porting the SPCA's release 
and taken issue with the En- 
vironmental 
Management 


Council because it planned to 
show a film entitled "The Pros 
& Cons of Hunting" — to be 
followed by a discussion on the 
film among 
representatives 


from the SPCA, EnCon and 
Federated Sportsmen's Club. 
Mr. Faerber and his group 
boycotted the scheduled meet- 
ing and in effect told Mr. 
Bruyn to mind his own busi- 
ness. Is not hunting an en- 
vironmental issue? Anyone ac- 
quainted with the fundamen- 
tals of Ecology knows that all 
life is interrelated. Any ap- 
preciable change in a wildlife 
population has an effect upon 
the environment. Our Depart- 


ment of Environmental Con- 
servation is certainly involved 
in hunting, why not the En- 
vironmental Management 
Council? 


In making a comparison 


between a hypothetical 
number of deer dying slowly of 
hunting wounds and those 
killed by motorists or dog 
packs, Mr. Faerber seems to 
be saying that a slow death 
from a hunting wound is justi- 
fied because more deer may 
die as the result of car col'- 
lisions or encounters with 
dogs. The three types of death 
can hardly be equated. Dogs 
running at large harassing deer 
may be shot on sight by a 
Conservation Officer. Motor- 
ists are reminded at least 500 
times on the N.Y. State 
Thruway to "Watch Out For 
Deer." I don't think any mo- 
torist gets into his car with the 
object of running over a nice 7- 
point buck. 


Mr. Faerber concluded his 


remarks with the statement 
that the SPCA keep up the 
good work by continuing their 
practice of genocide and 
euthanasia. The SPCA does 
perform euthanasia, that fact 
has not been denied. What is 
the 
alternative 
when our 


shelter receives 400 animals in 
one month, has space to house 
75 and only 125 are adopted. 
Build a larger shelter to ac- 
commodate an ever-increasing 
number of animals? Who will 
supply food for all the animals 
we don't euthanize, as well as 
funds for expanded medical 
care to treat the ill and prevent 
the spread of infectious dis- 
ease? Who will pay the salaries 
of the staff needed to care for 
all the extra animals? Or 
should we just close our doors 
when the shelter is full, know- 
ing full well that animals 
turned away will be aban- 
doned? Will the public come 
forth with massive donations 
to support a no euthanasia 
policy when it is they who have 
created the problem of over- 
population in the first place by 
allowing indiscriminate breed- 
ing of their pets? Yes, the 
SPCA does euthanize, but un- 


like the hunter, there is no 
pleasure or attitude of con- 
quest involved. It is done hu- 
manely with great fortitude 
and sadness on the part of our 
shelter staff. Again, unlike the 
hunter we have not accepted 
euthanasia as the solution to 
the problem of overpopulation. 
We are fighting it as its souce 
by educating the public about 
the need to spay and neuter 
and requiring that all females 
adopted from the shelter be 
spayed. 


The SPCA did not create the 


current pet population ex- 
plosion, but it is attempting to 
deal with it in the most hu- 
mane manner. The hunter did 
play a great role in creating the 
current overpopulation of 
deer. Where are the wolves and 
mountain lions that once in- 
habited our forests, the natu- 
ral predators of the deer? All 


are gone by the hunter's hand, 
can we now trust him to solve 
a problem he created? The 
hunter has played havoc with 
our wildlife for too long. The 
wildlife of this land belongs to 
all and the time is at hand for 
those of us who feel that they 
have been sorely treated to 
stand up and be counted. The 
SPCA will continue to speak 
out against cruelty whenever 
and wherever it exists.

State Considering 
Inmate Solution' 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - 
Faced'with a rising inmate 


population that will fill every state prison cell by early next 
year, corrections officials are considering opening several new 
"community based" residential facilities upstate, UPI has 
learned. 


Officials say the state's prison population is increasing by 


2,000 inmates a month and by early next year, all the state's 
17,513 cells will be occupied. 


To meet this crush of prisoners, UPI has learned, corrections 


officials will soon announce the takeover of two more under- 
utilized state Drug Abuse Control Commission facilities in New 
York City. 


However, acquisition of those facilities will provide only 


anothsr 250 beds, hardly a dent in the face of what officials 
privately concede is a mushrooming problem 


Faced with Gov. Hugh L. Carey's clamp on budget growth, 


the prison officials are eyeing the possibility of new upstate 
evidential facilities. 


Such institutions, however, have attracted a great deal of 


local opposition in the past. 


As one example, Carey recently scuttled department plans 


to spend $500,000 to refurbish a suburban Buffalo motel 
because of great pressure from local politicians and residents. 


A department spokesman reported Monday the population 


was at 16,384, well over 90 per cent of physical capacity and 
far in excess of the system's ability to provide meaningful 
rehabilitation programs. 


At the urging of prisons chief Benjamin Ward, Carey recently 


rescinded budget cutbacks for the department and approved 
the hiring of 90 new program personnel at Attica, which since 
the 1971 inmate riot has become a bellwether of the system. 


Carey also lifted a hiring freeze as it applied to corrections 


and 100 new security officers are now in training Security 
strength had fallen to several hundred below recommended in 
recent months. 


Just before the fourth anniversary of the September, 1971, 


Attica riot, the population at the maximun security lockup had 
ballooned to more than 2,000 That is close to the level it had 
been at when violence erupted. 


When the corrections department took over DACC's Wood- 


burne facility in late summer, the overall capacity of the system 
was increased by 600 inmates and Attica's rolls dropped to 
1,700. 


Woodburne is now being used as a treatment center for 


inmates with drug and alcohol problems who are in their last 
year of sentence. 


Similar takeovers of DACC's Fulton facility in the Bronx and 


Bushwick facility in Brooklyn will be announced, but together 
they will add only 250 beds. 


For female inmates, the situation is even more critical. The 


Bedford Hills and Parkside women's lockups, with capacities 
of 409 and 36, respectively, are now within a dozen beds of being 
full. 


Short of doubling up in cells or changing the law to allow 


for early paroling of some inmates, prison officials see several 
new residential facilities as the most obvious alternative. 


Despite the strong resistance local residents usually present 


to such facilities, residential prisons have the advantage of 
allowing release time for inmates to work at jobs or to attend 
schools or colleges, corrections officials point out.

and engine areas, or double- 
hull construction of U.S.-built 
tankers of 70,000 tons or more. 
If international organizations 


approve, the rules eventually 
may extend to foreign-built 
vessels. 


The Coast Guard says that 


of 1,106 tanker accidents at sea 
in 1969-73, more than three- 
fourths occurred within 50 
miles of the U.S. coastline. 
And the National Academy of 
Sciences has estimated that oil 
spills are continuing at the 
rate of 200,000 gallons an hour, 
every day of the year, 


Until the very recent past, 


Coast 
Guard regulation of 


tankers has been aimed at 
safety of the vessels, their 
cargoes and crews — "in a 
sense, protecting all of these 
from the environment," Rear 
Adm. William M. Benkert, 
Coast Guard chief of merchant 
marine safety, said. 


But recent legislation gener- 


ated by worldwide concern for 
the environment "has created 
a shift in emphasis toward 
protecting the environment 


FROM vessels, their cargo and 
personnel 
manning them," 


Benkert said. 


Designs for new tankers over 


70,000 tons destined for 
domestic trade must now in- 
corporate "segregated ballast 
space," or compartments con- 
taining salt water and not oil 
or finished petroleum pro- 
ducts, as well as specially 
shaped storage tanks or double 
bottoms. 


Contrary to critical reports, 


Rear Adm. Robert I. Price, 
chief of marine environment 
and systems, said the Coast 
Guard recommends but has 
not ordered that all new ships 
have double bottoms for pro- 
tection in case of grounding. 
Nor has it ordered that exist- 
ing tankers be modified with 
another hull, which is imprac- 
tical, he said. 


Consumers ultimately will 


pay the bill for increased con- 
struction costs because of the 


new regulations. Tankers will 
have to be 40 per cent bigger 
to carry the same amount of oil 
or petroleum products. 


"Any environmental ad- 


vance has its price tag," 
Benkert said. 


The largest American-built 


tankers are 220,000 tons. A 40 
per cent increase in the size of 
new vessels with the same ca- 
pacity would put them at more 
than 300,000 tons 


The recession has stalled su- 


pertanker construction in 
Japan, 
but 
Hitachi Ship- 


building plans to build a 
500,000-ton giant for delivery 
to Exxon Corp. some time in 
1977. The Japanese have built 
several 480,000-ton tankers. 


Benkert and Price said near- 


ly all oil spills at sea are 
caused not by accidente but 
deliberate "dumping" when 
tanks are cleaned after cargoes 
are unloaded. 


In U.S. waters, because verv 


few ports can accommodate 
ships bigger than 75,000 tons, 
spills usually occur when oil is 
transferred from tankers to 
smaller barges. 


Any tanker spilling or dump- 


ing in U.S. waters must notify 
the Coast Guard or face a 
$10,000 fine and criminal pros- 
ecution. The polluting vessel 
must also pay all cleanup * 
costs.

A welfare task force delega- 


tion of New York State Con- 
gressmen, formed at the sug- 
gestion of Rep. Benjamin A. 
Oilman (R-26th Dial.), seeking 
to resolve the welfare crisis 
sweeping the state and nation, 
met for the first time last week 
in Washington. 


Oilman had requested that 


the task force be formed prior 
to his submission recently of 
far-reaching legislation de- 
signed to revise the formula for 
determining the amount the 
federal government will pay to 
the states for welfare pro- 
grams. 


In its first meeting the task 


force reviewed Congressman 
Oilman's bill and another bill 
suggested by Rep. 
Bella 


Abzug, both of which increase 
the federal government's reim- 
bursement to the states. 


The 26th District lawmaker 


explained the fine points of his 
bill which is "triggered by un- 
employment." The 
Oilman 


legislation states that if the 
unemployment rate in a state 
during any three month quar- 
ter exceeds 7 per cent, that 
state would be entitled to a 75 
per cent federal reimburse- 
ment payment for Aid for De- 
pendent Children and Medica- 
id. 


The 
New York 
Con- 


gressional delegation also dis- 
cussed the "Schenectady Res- 
olution," which asks the feder- 
al government to assign first 
priority to welfare reform at 
this legislative session. 


Oilman also explained the 


pressing welfare problems in 
Orange, Rockland and Ulster 
Counties. "Our task force is 
now soliciting ideas and opin- 
ions from our colleagues in an 
effort to reform the nation's 
welfare 
programs," 
Oilman 


commented. 


The Congressman said it is 


also his intention to bring to 
Washington officials from the 
three county district he serves 
to provide testimony. 


"Only by focusing national 


attention on this problem will 
we get anywhere. Most of the 
New York delegation members 
agree that some drastic steps 
must be taken in order to 
remedy this welfare predica- 
ment that we find ourselves 
in," Oilman explained.

Bloody IRA Feud Puts Leaders Into Hiding 
Nixon Feels 'Great' 


BELFAST, 
Northern Ire- 


land (UPI) - A bloody feud 
between two rival Irish Re- 
publican Army factions today 
forced politicians supporting 
the warring groups to go into 
hiding. 


Four persons were shot to 


death Tuesday in the worst 
day of fighting since the IRA 
feud erupted three weeks ago. 
A 16-year-old boy was 
wounded 


The slayings, part of a power 


struggle between the Pro- 
visional and Official wings of 
the IRA, raised the death toll 
to 1,358 in more than five years 


of religious warfare in 
Northern Ireland. 


The two IRA factions split in 


1970 because the Provisional 
opposed a political settlement 
with Britain. 


The Republican Club — the 


political voice of the Official 
IRA —advised members to 
stay away from their homes 
until the present wave of vio- 
lence ends. 


Sinn Fein, the political wing 


of the Provisional IRA, also 
told' members to seek ''safe 
houses." 


Two men armed with a sub- 


machine gun and a rifle broke 


into the home of a Republican 
club member in Belfast Tues- 
day evening and opened fire. 


The man, hit by 15 bullets, 


died instantly as he sat before 
a fireplace. His 16-year-old 
brother was shot several times 
in the legs, police said. 


A 28-year-old man was shot 


to death by two gunmen as he 
sat watching television in his 
home with his wife and two 
young sons. 


Police sources said at first he 


was believed to be a member 
of the Sinn Fein, but later said 
it could be a case of mistaken 
identity. 


An 18-year-old youth was 


killed when he stumbled and 
fell while trying to escape from 
two gunmen in the Falls Road 
area. 


Earlier, Jackie McAllister, 


19, died instantly when he was 
shot in the back of the head by 
two gunmen as he waited at a 
bus stop. 


Bomb blasts Tuesday 


wrecked a community center 
controlled by the Official IRA 
and the Gem Bar in North 
Belfast One woman at the 
center was slightly injured and 
several bar customers were 
treated for shock. 


SAN CLEMENTS, Calif. 


(UPI) — Richard Nixon is no 
longer bothered by the 
phlebitis condition which 
nearly killed him a year ago, 
he told a visitor Tuesday, and 
he now takes long walks, plays 
golf and swims every day. 


"I feel great," Nixon said as 


he strolled through his seaside 
Casa Pacifica estate for two 
hours with Edward W. Brad- 
ley, who gave the former Presi- 
dent a three-foot statue citing 
his contribution to physical 
fitness and sports. 


Nixon, who has been rarely 


seen in public since his resig- 
nation last year, "looked ex- 
tremely good," Bradley said 
after their short visit. 


"He had a nice tan, was 


very, very alert and smiled 
continually," he recalled. 


"He was extremely hospi- 


table and very cordial to me 
and my family. I think the 
thing that impressed me ^most 
was his total relaxation." 


In accepting the award, 


Bradley said, Nixon insisted 
that "while physical fitness is 
important, one's mental fit- 
ness is just as important for an 


individual's well-being." 


Nixon said that he had little 


time for exercise during his 
tenure at the White House. 
But his daily routine in retire- 
ment here includes walking 
one-quarter 
mile from his 


home to his offices, regular golf 
games and nightly swims in 
the pool.

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Balky Start for Ford's Machine 
' Losing Face But Not Jobs In Tokyo 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It seems hard to imagine, but 


President Ford appears to be running into some of the same 
campaign organization troubles as Richard Nixon and George 
McGovern three years ago. 


To be sure, the two campaigns in 1972 had vastly different 


problems, but the President's 1976 effort seems to be combining 
the worst of each. Only the fact that there is no single 
Democratic campaign to compare it with spares the current 
Ford operation from prophecies of imminent disaster. 


The latest symptom of trouble at PFC — the President Ford 


Committee — is the departure of finance chairman David 
Packard. Before that, it was the resignation of political director 
Lee Nunn. And earlier there was a tempest over the remarks 
of campaign chairman Howard "Bo" Callaway to the effect that 
Vice President Rockefeller was a drag on the Ford candidacy. 


Embarrassments of this sort plagued both presidential 


candidates in 1972. Before the campaign started, there were 
White House leaks suggesting an effort to dump Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew from the ticket. This upset the GOP right 
almost as much as the anti-Rockefeller talk exercised the 
party's opposite wing this fall. 


In 1972, Nixon's Committee to Re-elect the President was run 


from the White House. Ford vowed to keep his official staff and 
his campaign organization separate this time, but stories keep 
cropping up suggesting that White House advisers, notably 
Donald Rumsfeld and Robert Hartmann, are kibitzing. 


Meanwhile, the indications of disagreement within the 


campaign committee have taken on a decided resemblance to 
the epic struggles inside McGovern's operation. 


Feuds 
erupted both on the campaign trail and in 


Wa hington headquarters, with veteran Lawrence O'Brien 
once threatening to walk out if reforms were not instituted and 
aide Gordon Weill vanishing for a period after an internal 
dispute. 


The crowning contretemps may have been the achievement 


of a two-headed press secretaryship — Richard Dougherty with 
the candidate and Kirby Jones at his headquarters. 


There is some difference with PFC. One of Nunn's complaints 


—leaked to the press — was thut Callaway hasn't appointed 
even one press secretary. He also objected to the slow pace of 
organization both here and in the field and in general suggested 
the entire campaign was a bush league operation. 


TOKYO (UPI) - Tokyo, 


like its American "sister" New 
York City, has big financial 
problems — 1.2 billion of 
them. 


The Tokyo municipal gov- 


ernment under Gov. Ryokichi 
Minobe needs $1.2 billion 
before the end of the fiscal year 
next March to pay employes 
and start new projects. 


The shortfall, comprising 


nearly 20 per cent of the $6.8 
billion Minobe earlier ear- 
marked for general accounts, 
came to light recently when 
the city discovered it could not 
get expected tax money from 
Japanese corporations mired 
in a prolonged recession. 


If he fails to resolve the 


problem, Minobe will have to 
tell 184,853 city government 
employes, teachers, police and 
firemen that they cannot ex- 
pect any pay increases. He 
also would have to suspend 
any new projects he has in 
mind. 


But Tokyo is still better off 


than New York City, which 
has a "Sister City Affiliation" 
with the Japanese capital. 


There is no immediate dan- 


ger that employes will lose 
their jobs. Nor is Tokyo ready 
to default on some $626 mil- 
lion in outstanding municipal 
bonds. 


Still, the dilemma tells a lot 


about Japanese economic dif- 


ficulties and provides an in- 
teresting 
problem for 
the 


three-term governor. 


Corporate taxes are Tokyo's 


major source of revenue, ac- 
counting for 52 per cent of the 
total in the last budget. When 
Japan prospered, the city had 
no trouble collecting taxes. 


But Tokyo's companies are 


hurting nowadays, as is the 
whole nation, and the money 
isn't there, 


Minobe could probably get 


help from the national govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Takeo 
Miki. But asking for govern- 
ment aid would mean a loss of 
face for the 71-year old Min- 
obe.

Tramway 
Coming 
For NYC 


NEW YORK (UPI) - New 


York City should have its first 
commuter aerial tramway in 
operation by the end of De- 
cember, 
according to 
the 


project's chief engineer. 


The two tram cars are to run 


under cables strung across the 
East River from Roosevelt Is- 
land to mid-Manhattan. They 
were scheduled to get going in 
November but heavy rain and 
strikes held up the construc- 
tion, David Ozerkis, the engi- 
neer, reported. 


There are 140 families 


already living in an exclusive 
new community-style housing 
development on the island, 
formerly used for state hospi- 
tal facilities and called Wel- 
fare Island. Most are reported 
looking forward to the $6 mil- 
lion tramway. But some have 
misgivings. 


"I don't like heights. I don't 


like to take planes and I don't 
expect to like the tramway any 
better," said Elizabeth 
Nyland, who has moved into a 
one-bedroom 
apartment 
on 


the island. But she said, "I'll 
probably take it because it's 
fast." 


At present, residents of the 


island must either drive or 
take a bus to Queens and then 
transfer to a bus on a round- 
about route to Manhattan 
where most work or shop. 


"On bad days," said Miss 


Nyland, who works for a Man- 
hattan 
advertising 
agency, 


"I'll take the bus." 


The bus trip can easily take 


an hour but Ozerkis said the 
tram 
will 
take only five 


minutes from its terminal on 
the island to reach the Man- 
hattan end at 60th Street and 
Second Avenue. 


, 
Each of the two tram cabins 


will hold 125 passengers. The 
cars will move simultaneously 
in opposite directions hung 
from the B« -inch-thick steel 
cables already strung across 
the river. 


Ozerkis likes to call the pro- 


ject "the first mass transit 
tramway." Although its pas- 
senger load fails to compare 
with the volume of the city's 
rail, bus and subway systems, 


' he says it will handle 1,500 


riders an hour. 


In one way, it will be similar 


to ihe city's mass transit sys- 
tems. The price of a ride will 
be 50 cents, the same as ths 
New York City subways and 
buses after their most recent 
fare hike, 


Unlike the municipally oper- 


ated systems, the tramway is 
being built by the island's de- 
velopers. 


And, while a subway rider 


can transfer from one subway 
line to another or a bus rider 
from one route to another, 
there will be only the one 
tramway. 


"No transfers," Ozerkis 


said. 


• Ozerkis said planners for the 
island development met one 
day four years ago to consider 
how to get its residents to 
Manhattan after they got the 
development built.

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The Only Way to Prove These Coins Forgeries Is to Melt Them 


GENEVA, Switzerland 


(UPI) — A stream of almost 
perfect forgeries, most of them 
from Lebanon, has disrupted 
the multimillion-dollar inter- 
national market in old coins. 


Dealers are finding it in- 


creasingly difficult to tell the 
bogus coin from the real thing. 
In fact the only sure way is to 
melt the coin — the forgeries 
are 
made 
of pure gold, 


platinum or silver, while a 
genuine collectors item con- 
tains bits of iron, copper and 


other minerals. 


"But that obviouBly defeats 


the purpose of any trans- 
action," Jean-Paul Divo, head 
of the numismatic department 
at the Leu Bank in Zurich, 
said in a recent interview. 


The big Zurich banks are at 


the center of the international 
coin business. Experts esti- 
mate that buying forgeries has 
cost them several hundred 
thousand dollars in the past 
two or three months alone. 


Coins, especially 18th and 


19th century pieces, but also 
modern commemorative is- 
sues, began rivaling art as a 
good investment in 1971 with 
the onset of international in- 
flation. 


But soon the inevitable 


forgeries began to appear. The 
early ones, mostly from Italy, 
did not trouble dealers too 
much because there were few 
of them and their quality was 
poor. 


Familiar Faces of History 


FAIR HAVEN, N.J. (UPI) 


— For Stanley Meltzoff, the 
faces of American history can 
all be found among his friends 
and neighbors in Monmouth 
County, N.J. 
• 


Meltzoff, 
who was com- 


missioned three years ago by 
Bell to draw a telephone book 
celebrating the nation's bicen- 
tennial and the phone 
company's centennial, wanted 
to find a slice of American life 
for the project. 


The New Jersey artist 


scouted his Monmouth County 
community and found models 
and likenesses whom he im- 
mortalized on the covers of 187 
million telephone books dis- 
tributed around the United 
States. 


For the first time in its his- 


tory, the telephone company 
distributed Meltzoffs cover on 
almost every telephone book 
around the country. Only six 
states had previous committ- 
ments to other telephone cov- 
ers. 


"I just let whimsy lead the 


way. Every 
conversation 


between characters had to be 
improbable," Meltzoff said. 
"If I didn't do it that way, it 
would have broken the thread 
of the subconscious mutterings 
in the American psyche." 


He sketched a portrait of his 


daughter as an infant 25 years 
ago on a telephone screen 
which receives pictures as 
George Washington watches. 


Deny Bennett of Fair Haven 


posed as Uncle Sam and his 
wife, 
Barbara, 
dressed 
as 


Betsy Ross. Marjorie Squire, 
the widow of a Red Bank, N.J., 
pastor, became the likeness of 
Whistler's mother and Pam 
Patterson, who is partly Ital- 
ian, is a Spanish senorita. 


"I tried to portray this as if 


Americans were muttering to 
themselves and passing on the 
words of liberty, political lib- 
erty and all the crazy kinds of 
liberties we have to drive any- 
place, fly anyplace or call any- 
place," Meltzoff said.

Sally and Timothy Avati, chil- 
dren of Jim Avati, a well- - 
known illustrator, also from 
Red Bank. The collie belongs 
to the artist's friend in High- 
fields and "even the woman in 
curlers lives in Red Bank." 


There are several heads of 


"non friends", says Meltzoff. 


One early morning, the ar- 


tist rented a helicopter to 
catch the Statue of Liberty in 
just the right light at dawn. 


The American Indian w&s 


sketched from the same photo- 
graphs an earlier artist used to 
make the likeness on the Indi- 
an head nickel. 


Meltzoff, an illustrator who 


worked for the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, Life Magazine, and 
Scientific American, says his 
portraits are takeoffs on the 
style of artist Norman 
Rockwell. 


"I did this somewhat dif- 


ferently than Rockwell would 
have done it," said Meltzoff. 
"I handled the heads funnier 
and with a little humor." 


One improbable conversa- 


tion occurs between Thomas 
Jefferson and the American 
Indian who looks bewildered 
as smoke signals rise from the 
telephone receiver he holds. 


He could not resist sketching 


himself in as "Dad", wearing a 
red hardhat. 


"Basically, I am a hardhat," 


says Meltzoff. "I've done a 
great many pictures of people 
at work." 


The telephone company pro- 


vided Meltzoff with samples of 
phone receivers used through 
the century which he placed in 
the hands of his models. 


Because it is so widely dis- 


tributed, Meltzoff says he's 
received many complaints 
about his work. 


He says the largest objec- 


tions come from women's 
groups which say the cover 
does not reflect women as inte- 
grated members of American 
society. 


Other objections come from 


different ethnic groups, in- 
cluding the American Indians, 
who claim smoke rising out of 
the Indian's telephone receiver 
is a putdown. 


A teacher complained that 


children would be confused by 
a telephone receiver in the 
hands of Abraham Lincoln. 


The Canadian consul in 


Washington claimed Alex- 
ander Graham Bell invented 
the telephone in Canada and 
not in the United States and a 
state legislator told Meltzoff 
there wasn't enough white 
space to jot doodles. 


"There are only 32 faces on 
coding American history, 


the cover. In the process of 
someone had to be left out. 


Now the forgeries are so good 


and so plentiful that they have 
disrupted the whole market 
and caused dealers to call in 
the International Police. 


Divo himself admits to hav- 


ing bought a forgery recently, 
an 1832 Russian ruble "which 
I bought for a lot of money but 
which in fact had been manu- 
factured just this year in Leba- 
non." 


The Italian forgers have had 


to be careful, hiding out in 
back rooms and basements. 
But in Lebanon, anyone with 
a license to make souvenir 
articles can openly purchase a 
press and began minting. 


"No one checks whether the 


people are turning out cuf- 
flinks, medals or coins with 
phony dates," Divo said. 


The professional forgers, ac- 


cording to Swiss experts, con- 
centrate on two areas: relative- 
ly inexpensive coins such as 
the Montreal Olympics piece 
or the silver issue produced by 
Iraq marking the nationaliza- 
tion of its oil industry, or 
highly-priced rarities. 


Sales of as few as 10 of the 


one-of-a kind coins can allow a 
forger to retire. 


Forgers this year have 


plagued dealers with bogus 
1793 
French 24-pound coins 


and British five-pound issues 


from the reigns of Victoria and 
Edward VII. 


Also popular are Russian 


coins: the 12-ruble piece dated 
1832, the six-ruble of 1830, the 
25-ruble of 1896 and the 15- 
ruble of 1897. 


The platinum coins are very 


expensive 
because 
of

originally limited issues — 
only 119 12-ruble pieces were 
minted in 1832 and 11 of the 
same com in 1834 


Divo said forgers need buy 


only one rare coin, if possible 
one in closs to mint condition. 
They use the coin to make a 
form in a hard metal such as 
steel. Then they begin mint- 
ing. 


Dealers react with some sus- 


picion toward? Middle Eastern 
coin sellers, Divo said, and 
forgers have started to use 
other nationals as middlemen, 
often West Germans or Ameri- 
cans. 


The middlemen usuall> 


have false identiu papers and 
a good cover story. 


Sometimes they say they in- 


herited the coin from an old 
Russian family or obtained it 
from a Jewish emigrant who 
smuggled it out of the Soviet 
Union. 


The Swiss dealers say the 


forgeries have also begun to 
crop up in the Paris and Lon- 
don markets.

The IRS agreed, saying such 


endorsements are okay so long 
as they are not the group's 
"primary activity." 


Some public interest lawyers 


have long felt the groups they 
represent had the right any- 
way, although previously the 
IRS made it clear it didn't 
agree. As a result most groups 


settled for releasing voting re- 
cords and rating candidates on 
the basis of their performance 
in office. 


Representatives of several 


groups including the Sierra 
Club, Common Cause and En- 
vironmental Action met re- 
cently to review the IRS de- 
cision and to exchange in- 
formation on possible endorse- 
ments. 


"I suspect this year we will 


endorse candidates," said 
Carol Tucker Foreman, head 
of the Consumer Federation of 
America, an umbrella group 


which claims to represent 30 
million Americans belonging 
to organized consumer groups. 


"The NOW decision clearly 


applies to all organizations un- 
der that category." 


Joan Claybrook, a legislative 


lobbyist for Ralph Nader's 
Congress Watch, believes the 
decision will give the groups "a 
particularly important coun- 
tervailing power." 


Both Claybrook and Fore- 


man are also agreed on another 
point — the endorsement tool 
will be particularly useful in 
informing the voters who stood 
where on legislation to create a 


consumer protection agency. 


President Ford has threat- 


ened to veto the legislation 
and its chances of surviving 
this session of Congress are not 
the best. 


Backers of the bill planned 


to use the endorsement — or 
nmnendorsement — threat 
during debate on the legisla- 
tion. 


"There is no way in the 


world," says Foreman, "that 
we're going to endorse anyone 
who votes against the Con- 
sumer Protection Agency. It's 
totally basic to our whole oper- 
ation."

Continue Delay 
On Labor Vote 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Leaders of a Senate filibuster are 


prepared to continue to delay a vote on a labor-backed 
construction industry bill, although their tactics failed to keep 
the bill from being considered. 


The Senate voted 66 to 30 Tuesday to cut off a filibuster that 


had postponed initial consideration of the bill The vote, which 
drew six more "ayes" than were needed to cut off debate, was 
interpreted by proponents as a sign the bill would eventually 
be approved by Congress. 


But the controversy was not over Opponents of the bill 


known as "common situs picketing" indicated further attempts 
to block a final vote on the issue They also threatened to gut 
the bill with amendments. 


As a result, Sen. Robert Byrd, D-W Va , introduced a second 


cloture motion to again halt debate and bring the bill to a vote 
That motion was scheduled to be voted on Friday. 


The cloture motions and the lengthy parliamentary wrangl- 


ing that occurred on the Senate floor Tuesday were a measure 
of the controversey created by the bill. Cloture has been 
invoked by the Senate only 31 times in the past 58 years. 


The bill, which the AFL-CIO has been seeking for a decade, 


would allow picketing building trades workers to close down an 
entire construction site in a dispute asainst one subcontractor 


Opponents characterize it as a nght-to-work bill that would 


force non-union workers off a predommently unionized contrac- 
tion project But labor supporters claim it would simply give 
the building trades the same rights as other unions. 


Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield, who initiated the first 


cloture motion, accused opponents of the measure of "obstruc- 
tionism." 


But Sen. Paul Laxalt, R-Nev., who was leading the filibuster, 


replied that the Senate should not consider situs picketing 
because it has other more important issues to handle. 


Sen. James Allen, D-Ala , another opponent, introduced an 


amendment to gut the bill and substitute a measure providing 
federal aid to New York City Although Allen also opposes New 
York aid, he said the Senate should consider that before situs 
picketing. 


President Ford, apparently hoping to win votes from the 


building trades union, has promised sign the bill if it comes 
to his desk at the same time as a bill drafted by Labor Secretary 
John Dunlop that would overhaul union contract bargaining in 
the construction industry Both measures already have passed 
the House.

Taxpayer Revolt Is Sweeping the Country 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A brooding taxpayer 


revolt is crossing America, but its full impact has 
yet to hit Washington. 


The nation's capital often is the last place to 


sense emerging political undercurrents. 


What is blowing in the wind, from California 


to Massachusetts, is anti-government spending, 
anti-public debt increases and anti-taxes — at 
all levels. 


Congress appears to be picking up a few weak 


signals. But it hasn't really gotten the taxpayers' 
message to slow down spending. 


This sentiment is not backed by any one 


faction of the political spectrum. Conservatives, 
moderates and liberals are acknowledging that 
government spending cannot continue to rise at 
its current rate. 


New York City's struggle against bankruptcy 


is proof of that. And the recent local elections 
showed voters crushing new debt and tax referen- 
dum« from coast to coast. 


Ohio overwhelmingly rejected the biggest bond 


issue ($4.6 billion) ever presented to any state's 
voters. New Jersey voted down a $922 million 
bond issue despite backing from organized labor, 
environmentalists and civic leaders. 


New Yorkers rejected a $250 million bond issue 


for low-rent, senior citizens' housing. 
Washington's voters, by 2-to-l margins, turned 
down a proposed 12 per cent tax on corporate 
profits. Seven of eight bond referendums were 
rejected by Arlington County, Va., voters. 


"We were obviously caught by a widespread, 


ttyen national, mood of retrenchment and fiscal 


caution," said Arlington County board member 
Everard Munsey.

In traditionally liberal Massachusetts 
he 


senate president questioned whether spending 
has gotten so out of hand that "state personnel 
will have to go... and certain programs will have 
to be scrapped." 


The issue is not the sole preserve of con- 


servative Republicans: 


Democratic Gov. Edmund Brown of California 


opposes major spending increases and refuses to 
occupy the elaborate governor's mansion. Illinois 
Gov. Daniel Walker, also a Democrat, built his 
political career on limiting state spending and 
says a presidential candidate could capture the 
White House on the issue.

Most Sales Training Programs Said Useless 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Much 


of the $12 billion American 
companies spend each year on 
training salesmen and ex- 
ecutives is wasted, says Wil- 
liam Devaney, president of 
Sales and Marketing Ex- 
ecutives International. 


"The training in sales and 


marketing in university busi- 
ness schools is nearly as bad as 
the company programs," said 
Devaney, who is president of 
Stanley-Vidmar, Allentown, 
Pa., builder of sophisticated 
warehousing and storage sys- 
tems. 


The worst part of it, he said, 


is that most companies know 
they are throwing away money 
on their training programs. So 
few of the programs are taken 
seriously by top management 
that training is virtually the 
first activity to be slashed 
when money gets tight, he 
added 


About 65 per cent of all 


corporate training programs 
are in-house, he said, and most 
of these are staffed by people 
who don't know the first thing 
about the art of teaching 


"Until very recently my own 


company was possibly one of 


the worst offenders in using 
inefficient, wasteful training 
methods," Devaney conceded. 
"But qe've changed. We've 
quit kidding ourselves that 
motivation is the most impor- 
tant factor in the art of selling. 
Motivation is important but 
the desire to sell won't sell 
anything. There are many 
basic factors; product knowl- 
edge and customer knowledge, 
for example, that are much 
more critical." 


Devaney said he learned the 


hard way that "selling is gain- 
ing information — not spout- 
ing information to the cus- 
tomer " 


He said he found this out 


when, soon after leaving col- 
lege, he started out to be a life 
insurance salesman. "They 
crammed me with information 
at the insurance school. I was 
practically ready to be a chart- 
ered pife underwriter. Then 
they gave me a ratebook and 
told me to go out and sell 
business life insurance. In no 
time I discovered I was totally 
unprepared." 


The big thing, 
Devaney 


found, was to learn how to find 
out what the prospect needed 


and wanted — to gain in- 
formation instead of dishing it 
out, 


Aside from this vital point, 


Devaney said he thinks busi- 
ness could learn a lot about 
sound training methods by ob- 
serving football and baseball 
coaches and boxing instruc- 
tors. 


"They believe in motivation 


but they're not so sure that can 
be taught. On the other hand, 
if a boy has the size and speed 
he can be taught to run, block, 
throw, kick, bat or box, which- 
ever he shows some natural 
talent for. These are basics 
and in training young men and 
women to sell or be executives 
we must decide what basic 
skills 
and 
knowledge 
are 


needed for a particular busi- 
ness and concentrate on those, 
taking it for granted 
the 


youngster has innate motiva- 
tion." 


Devaney also warned against 


cram training courses. "There 
is no substitute for experience 
and training has to be thor- 
ough and protracted or the 


money invested in it is just 
wasted," he said. 


Too many corpmrate train- 


ing programs are cram pro- 
grams and 
very gimmicky 


cram programs at that, he 
added. 


Much business training is so 


bad, Devaney concluded, that 
many firms staffed with "sales 
and marketing semi-literates 
succeed 
and 
prosper 
only 


because their competitors are, 
outright illiterates insofar as 
training is concerned.

Hercules Down; 
Hopeful Signs 


WILMINGTON, Del. 


Hercules Inc. has reported third-quarter net income of 


$6,456,000, or $.15 per share (after a $.05 charge in September 
for losses in foreign currency exchange). 


This compares with 829,641,000. or $.70 per share (restated 


to reflect LIFO inventory method of accounting) in the same 
period a year ago. Sales were $362 million, down from $424 
million in the third quarter, 1974. 


Hercules Inc. President Werner C. Brown said, "In the third 


quarter, we saw strong movement, particularly m the last six 
weeks when sales and operating profits hit the highest levels 
since early fourth-quarter 1974. With current trends, continued 
improvement is expected in the fourth quarter, and more 
normal earnings levels are expected by early 1976." 


Brown said sales of DMT (polyester raw material) and 


polypropylene resin and film reached all-time highs during the 
third quarter, and are expected to remain strong. 


"Third-quarter results were penalized," he said, "by a 


continued weakness in overseas business and by low volume in 
rosin-based products,'a major business area for the company. 
He added that rosin-based products did recover in the third 
quarter approximately one-half of their decline from second- 
quarter lows. For the first time this year, all four major rosin- 
based facilities are operating, he said. 


Hercules' nine-month net income was $12,224,000, equal to 


$ 29 per share. This compares with $81,168,000, equal to $1.93 
per share (restated) for the first nine months last year, bales 
for the nine months were $1.032 billion, down from $1.156 
billion a year ago. 


Brown added that "although we are still absorbing some of 


the abnormal cost effects of the business turndown, inventories 
are at more normal levels, and sales of most divisions are in 
rising trends. With anticipated lower unit costs and rising sales 
levels we expect, as previously announced, earnings in the 
fourth quarter to at least equal earnings m the fourth quarter 
of last year."

Honor 


For Mets' Ace

NEW YORK (UPI) — The third time is supposed to be a 


charm, but whether that's only a fable or not, this year's Cy 
Young Award meant something special to Tom Seaver, some- 
thing extra special, you could say. 


Ever since he first became interested in baseball, roughly 20 


years ago, young, wide-eyed Tom Seaver slavishly followed one 
pitcher, Sandy Koufax. The Dodger left-hander was his idol, 
his model, his everything. If Tom Seaver ever was going to 
become a major league pitcher, Sandy Koufax would be the 
one he'd like to pitch as well as or pattern himself after. 


Never was it lost on Tom Seaver that Sandy Koufax was the 


only pitcher ever to win the Cy Young Award three times. He 
could tell you that by heart, automatically, the same way he 
could recite all the circumstances surrounding his first date 
with a girl. Both as an adolescent and an adult, Tom Seaver 
perpetually carried around one picture in his mind which for 
him embodied the standard of excellence. It always was a 
portrait of Sandy Koufax. 


Some time ago, Koufax was asked what he missed most about 


the game. He said the camaraderie of his fellow players, 
naturally, but he missed the day-to-day competitiveness most. 


That's the part of baseball Seaver loves, the competitive 


aspect of it. He wants to be the best at his craft, the best ever, 
if that's at all possible, and that's why winning the Cy Young 
Award was that important for him. 


"When did winning it three times become one of your goals?" 


someone asked the Mets' 30-year-old right-hander before the 
result was announced today by Jack Lang, secretary of the 
Baseball Writers' Association of America, whose members did 
the voting. 


"Not originally," Seaver answered. "I don't think it was one 


of my goals until after I won the second time. But my goals 
continue to expand, and after winning the Award the second 
time, naturally, I thought about winning it the third." 


In connection with Koufax? 
"He played a big part," conceded Seaver. "I've always 


admired him very much, not only as a pitcher but as a person, 
and I still do. I can remember watching him pitch in Dodger 
Stadium. To me, there wasn't any other pitcher like him. He 
and Henry Aaron always were my personal favorites." 


Another reason winning the Cy Young Award this time meant 


so much was that it would constitute proof positive Seaver had 
come all the way back from the near disaster of 1974. That 
wasn't simply an offyear in the sense of his disappointing 11- 
11 record, but it also was a year which made him wonder 
whether he might be on the way down for good. 


He had lost his good fastball. He would have to adjust, 


become more of a breaking ball pitcher or he might be all 
washed up. That's what a lot of people said, and Seaver heard 
them all. 


When he limped off the mound after six innings in Philadel- 


phia on Sept. 25 a year ago, he was supposed to be finished 
for the season. Maybe for more than that. Then came what 
could yet turn out to be the turning point of Seaver's career. 


Upon the recommendation of Mets' board chairman M. 


Donald Grant, Seaver submitted to two back treatments by Dr. 
Kenneth Riland, a noted osteopath who numbered among his 
patients Nelson Rockefeller, then the Governor of New York. 
Seaver then agreed to pitch again on Oct. 1 against the Phillies 
and they got two runs off him in the first inning. But he waa 
flaming the ball in there in his old accustomed style and 
although he lost the game 2-1, he struck out 14 batters. More 
important, he discovered he hadn't lost his bread-and-butter 
pitch, his fast ball. 


But now there was his contract for 1975 to consider, and 


Seaver, making $170,000, realized he had not had a good year. 


"You and I have to negotiate," Grant said to him. 
"Yeah," said Seaver. "How are we gonna handle it?" 
"If you take the full cut, I'll see to it you get it all back if 


you have a good year." said Grant. 


"Okay, I'll do it," agreed Seaver. 
His salary was cut to $150,000, but after he won his 17th game 


in mid-August of this year, Seaver, who wound up leading the 
league with 22 victories and 243 strikeouts, got back the $20,000 
he was promised. Now it's time for a new contract, and you 
can bet he'll be asking for more than $170,000. A lot more. That 
was another reason he wanted that third Cy Young Award. 


The final reason he wanted it, and by far the most important, 


was because it offers incontrovertible proof of his consistency. 
Or, if you're looking for another word, his greatness as a pitcher. 
In the end, that will mean more to Seaver than any money he 
can possibly earn. It quite likely will mean he'll be voted into 
Baseball's Hall of Fame at Cooperstown, N.Y., after he's 
finished pitching. 


Now you know why this year's Cy Young Award meant 


something special to Tom Seaver. He wanted it so much, he 
simply worked eo hard until he got it. 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Tom Setver, whose league-leading 22 


victories and record-setting strikeout performance in 1975 
erased the stigma of his wont season ever, climaxed his 
comeback campaign today by being named winner of the 
National League's Cy Young award for the third time. 


Seaver, the New York Mete1 ace right-hander who also won 


Cy Young Awards in 1969 and 1973, outpointed southpaw 
Randy Jones of the San Diego Padres 98-80. Before this year, 
only Sandy Koufax of the Los Angeles Dodgers had ever won 
three Cy Youngs, awarded annually to the leagues' best 
pitchers. 


Seaver received 15 first place votes, seven for second and two 


for third, while Jones, the NL earned run average leader, had 
seven firsts, 14 seconds and three thirds. The remaining two 
first place votes went to St. Louis Cardinals' workhorse reliever 
Al Hrabosky, who finished third with 33 points. Voting is done 
on a 5-3-1 point system. 


"The big thing about winning this award," said Seaver upon 


learning of his selection, "is that it puts me on a level with 
Sandy Koufax whom I consider to be the epitome of pitching 


consistency. I'm just grateful now that I have a chance to win 
even more than three." 


After a recurring painful spasms in his left hip curtailed his 


effectiveness to a subpar 11-11 record in 1974, Seaver, with the 
help of a newly-developed changeup, compiled a 22-9 mark this 
year— the best wonlost percentage in the National League— 
and a 2.38 earned run average. 


In addition, the 30-year old Seaver's league-leading 243 


strikeouts enabled him to pass Hall of Famers Walter Johnson 
and Rube Waddell as the only pitcher in baseball history fan 
more than 200 batters in eight consecutive seasons. 


"My changeup made a helluva difference," Seaver said late 


in the season when it was apparent he was on the way toward 
winning 20 games for the fourth time in his career. "The hitters 
have never seen me with this pitch before, so it gives me 


something extra thpy're not looking for." 


Seaver, who finished third in the N L. in three other 


department* this year—complete games (15), shutouts (5) and 
innings pitched (280), cited a new-found maturity as a pitcher 
for his successful comeback. 


"I always thought I would come back," he said, "but deep 


down inside there's that self-doubt—there has to be. I've 
learned what to do when I take the mound, but to tell you the 
truth, I never thought it would be like this." 


Similarly, Jones also experienced a comeback season. A 22- 


game loser in 1974, the 25-year old lefty carried the Padres to 
their best season ever in '75 with a 20-12 record in addition to 
his league-leading 2.24 earned run average. 


Hrabosky, who appeared in 65 games—all in relief—was 13- 


3 with a 1.67 ERA and saved 22 games. He did not pitch enough 
innings to qualify for the earned run average title. 


Besides Hrabosky and Jones, four other players drew mention 


with third places votes— San Francisco's John Montefusco, 
Cincinnati's Don Gullett and Andy Messersmith and Don 
Sutton of Los Angeles.

Vizvary summed up his team's victory accurately. "In the 


first half we played good, in the overtime we played good, but 
in the second half we played not so good." 


That second half was almost the downfall of the Senators. 


The tempo of the game had picked up somewhat, and the 
UCCC defense, slow to react all day, found itself burned 
constantly with Westchester's long chip lead passes. 


Leo Lynch, the UCCC goalie, made a handful of fine saves,

Secretariat's First Colt 


A Bargain at $250,000 


LEXINGTON, Ky. (UPI) - Ben Walden couldn't help from 


getting the feeling he had just picked up the horse racing 
bargain of a lifetime, despite dishing out a record price for a 
weanling at Keeneland's 32nd annual breeding sale. 


For it was Walden who signed the check for $250,000 for the 


first colt sold of 1973 Triple Crown winner Secretariat in 
Lexington Tuesday. The purchase eclipsed the previous record 
paid for a weanling by nearly $50,000 and came about 12 hours 
after Secretariat's first filly to be sold was purchased for 
$202,000 by Texas millionarire Nelson Bunker Hunt. 


"I didn't bring one half of what I thought I would need to 


purchase the colt," said Walden, who acted as an agent for 
Dearborn Farms of Midway, Ky. "I thought the price would 
be more towards $500,000." 


As it turned out, the bidding began at $100,000 and only one 


other bidder, Mick Sacco of Dalton, Pa., entered in the auction 
yelling out a $200,000 bid. But Walden, who along with partner 
Wells P. Hardesty of Chicago will head the syndicate on the 
colt, issued the third and final bid of a quarter of a million 
dollars. 


The colt, the son of Chou Croute, was bred by the Big Sink 


Farm of E.V. Benjamin Jr. at Versailles where he was foaled 
last April 21. Both the colt and the filly were sold as weanlings 
—a young age to sell throroughbred horses—in order to 
eliminate the added year's potential for injury of the highly 
publicized foals. 


Hardesty conceded he had been "only a two-dollar bettor" 


up to the sales and said the decision regarding a trainer for the 
colt would be made by who purchased the controlling shares 
of the syndicate. 


Walden said only two or three perspective buyers have been 


lined up to join in the syndicate, but he added he hoped to 
have a total of nine shares sold in the colt before it would begin 
to try to match its parents' accomplishments. 


Chou Croute, now 7 years old, received the Eclipse Award 


as the nation's champion sprinter and her son is a chestnut like 
his father. 


Secretariat won 16 of 21 races including the Kentucky Derby, 


Preakness and Belmont Stakes in 1973 and amassed more than 
$1.3 million. 


The filly, which was sold about 10 minutes past midnight, 


had been consigned to the Keeneland sales by Barry Ryan as 
agent for a Client Overseas, and was out of Zest II by Crepllo 
She was consinged by the Normandy Farm of E. Barry Ryan 
as agent. 


There had been concern that the record prices paid for the 


colt and filly might never take place at the time Secretariat 
was placed out to stud. 


Tests showed that immature sperm cells would cause some 


sterility problems but Secretariat eventually got 34 of 36 mares 
in foal.

Monday by the NBA's Board 
of Governors, who were pro- 
hibited by a court order ob- 
tained on anti-trust grounds 
by the NBA's Players Associa- 
tion from giving ^the matter 
serious consideration. 


San Diego had been a trou- 


bled franchise since joining the 
league as the Conquistadors in 
the 1972-73 season. A NBA 
franchise earlier had failed to 
succeed financially in San Die- 
go and eventually became the 
Houston Rockets. 


The Sails went heavily into 


Chamberlain as player-coach 
for the 1973-74 season. The 
NBA's Los Angeles Lakers, 
however, obtained a court or- 
der prohibiting Chamberlain 
from playing that season ana 
he quickly lost interest in the 
coaching end of the job.

Ted Kwalick Explains 


The nostalgia buffs in the house may want to save their ticket 


stubs from Saturday's Kingston High School-Newburgh Free 
Academy football game, but the chances are good this won't 
be the last battle in the fabled series. 


The immediate fate of the 60-year-old rivalry, the 70th 


renewal of which will be played at Dietz Stadium, hinges on 
two factors: the plans of Spackenkill High School in relation 
to the Dutchess County Scholastic League and the movement 
•foot to stretch the scholastic football season in New York State 
from nine games to ten. 


Spackenkill concludes its first year of varsity football 


Saturday against Dover. Two of its eight games were against 
members of the DCSL's larger league, the so-called Mid- 
Hudson Conference. Five were against the smaller Bi-Valley 
teams. Another was with independent New York Military 
Academy. 


The Spartans currently participate in the large school 


division of the DCSL basketball league. If they follow suit and 
go with the big boys in football, there would be no room on 
a nine game schedule for Kingston to face Newburgh. Word 
from KHS athletic director Bill Hurley is, however, that 
Spackenkill probably will opt for the Bi-Valley league, at least 
for now. 


If that doesn't happen, if Spackenkill joins the Mid-Hudson 


Conference, the KHS-NFA series will stop, but not necessarily 
end. The ray of light is created by talk around the state that 
the luxury of a tenth game will be given scholastic schedule 
makers. Ergo, the resumption of Kingston vs. Newburgh. 


There is one other little bug threatening to spoil the soup. 


If Section One directs its member schools to leave a date 
open on its schedule for a post-season "bowl" game, 
Kingston would not be able to have its yearly foray with 
NFA. 


The open date idea is now optional. Arlington, a team which 


figured to have a shot at the bowl game and which, in fact, 
eventually qualified, scheduled an off week for just that 
purpose. Kingston's theory has been to schedule old rival 
Newburgh and not take a chance on being stuck with a free 
Saturday if it doesn't make the "bowl" game. 


While the Kingston-Newburgh series doesn't mean nearly as 


much as it once did, especially when it was staged as an 
appetizer to Thanksgiving dinner, the termination of the series 
would be a blow to the many traditionalists who eagerly await 
the annual confrontation between two of the Hudson Valley's 
finer football schools. 


One merely has to scan pages from the Daily Freeman 


archives to capture the excitement the game has created from 
year-to-year. 


Can anyone out there claim to have been one of "40 


Kingstonians (who) were among the rooters, going by autos 
and train" to Newburgh that cold November Saturday in 
1915 when KHS beat NFA, 28-0? 


The game was worth a one column headline in the Freeman 


back then. E. Winters Music Store on John Street was hawking 
Victrolas from anywhere between $15 and $200 and news of 
World War One led off the paper's page one. 


"About 300 were in attendance and a runner through a 


broken field had both spectator and players to contend with," 
the game report said. "That the game was hard played is shown 
by the fact that time was often called to remedy some injured 
player." 


Fifteen years later, the 6-6 tie on Thanksgiving Day, 1930, 


drew a full two column headline in the Freeman. A large 
advertisement heralded the opening of Singer's Super Service 
Station on Ferry St. with "very attractive prices on batteries 
and tires." The death by stabbing of a Poughkeepsie family of 
four was the day's big news story and, perhaps most important- 
ly, a pass from Quest to Burhans gave Kingston the touchdown 
it needed to tie NFA. 


The reporter on hand called it "a hard fought dramatic battle 


on a field coated with mud an inch or so deep and (with) a 
bitter cold wind sweeping the field lengthwise." 


But the flowery prose from the 1930 game didn't come close 


to matching the words written about Kingston's 13-12 nail-biter 
in 1949. 


"With flying cleats, indomitable courage and a savage 


defense," the unsigned story began, "the brilliant young 
men of KHS wrote a football saga of revenge and glory as 
they humbled highly favored Newburgh Free Academy, 13 
to 12, to force the bitter gall of sharing the DUSO 
championship on the cocky Academicians who had humbled 
them 14-0 in a previous encounter." 


Ah, they don't write them like they used to. 
"The joker in the titanic schoolboy clash, that unfolded in 


resplendent holiday setting was the final score," the story went 
on. "Never was a one-point margin so misleading." As Major 
Hoople would say — har-rumph! 


The report took note of the fine play of Kingston's Bud 


Scheffel and Harvey Keyes, called Coach Bill Burke's team one 
"that didn't fail in its greatest mission," and said it was "the 
greatest game ever played in Kingston." 


By then, the KHS-NFA matchup was worth an eight column 


Freeman spread. Standard Furniture of Kingston (located on 
Fair St.) had Hollywood beds for $44 and Dr. William J. 
.Haggerty, president of the State Teachers College in New 
Paltz, was informing the Kingston Kiwanis club of plans to 
expand the local college. 


Glenn McLeod, whom Freeman sportswriter, now Freeman 


managing editor, Ed Palladino called "a combination of 
Sampson, Hercules and Superman (come on, Ed), scored three 
touchdowns, one on a 90-yard run with a recovered fumble, as 
Kingston won the 1961 Turkey Day battle, 26-25. A reserve by 
the name of Mike Ferraro scored the other KHS TD. 


Charlie Tiano's column at the time was called Sports Talk 


(with all due apologies to the 1975 radio show by a similar 
name), Robert Hall had suits for $39.95, and a page one filler 
reminded the kiddies that Santa's 1961 debut was due at Big 
Scot on Saturday. 


By 1969 the future of the Thanksgiving Day game was in the 


wind as the headline "Last Turkey Day Classic?" hit the sports 
page. Unfortunately for Kingston, the final drum roll for the 
drumstick drama (there you go, Ed) was an 18-0 defeat for 
Frank Modica's Fighting Maroon. 


The series stands at 31 wins for Kingston, 34 for Newburgh, 


and four ties. It's been sixty years of good high school football 
from that first game in 1915 to last year's 18-14 come-from- 
behind win by the Goldbacks. Here's hoping Saturday's game 
won't be the last.

OAKLAND (UPI) - Ac- 


cording to Ted Kwalick, the 
only reason he decided to sign 
with the Oakland Raiders over 
the San Francisco 49ers was 
because a fresh start in the 
National Football League was 
more important than old ties 
or even money. 


Kwalick played six seasons 


with the 49ers, gaining All Pro 
honors in 1971-72-73, before 
exercising the option clause in 
his last contract and jumping 
to the World Football League's 
Philadelphia Bell. 


When the WFL folded, it 


was assumed Kwalick would 
rejoin the 49ers, who were anx- 
ious for his return. Kwalick's 
agent, Lowell Morse, held con- 
ferences with the 49ers but 
then Ted told him "forget it, 
I'm going to sign with the 
Raiders." 


"I talked with both clubs," 


Kwalick said, "and then I de- 
cided to go with the Raiders 
because I want a fresh start in 
the NFL. I have no animosity 
at all against the 49ers." 


Morse said Tuesday agree- 


ment was reached with Oak- 
land Monday night on a multi- 
year contract. Neither he nor 
the Raiders announced terms 
of the pact. 


"Money was not a factor," 


Morse said. "Ted came out 
well financially with the WFL 
and he wasn't that interested 
in long negotiations centered 
solely around money. I think 
he decided on the Raiders a 
week ago and I'm sure it was 
purely because of a desire for 
a new start." 


Under the Rozelle Rule, 


which has been challenged in 
recent 
weeks, the 
Raiders 


must compensate the 49ers for 
signing Kwalick, since San 
Francisco held the NFL rights 
to the tight end when he de- 
fected 
to the WFL. The 


Raiders have not as yet in-

Kwalick's addition gives them 
four tight ends, which is at 
least one too many.

The 49ers, by 
contrast, have only two- 
banged up No. 1 Tom Mitchell 
and rookie Bill Larson. 


The 49ers, who probably 


were a little late and a bit 
short in their negotiations, 
were surprised when they 
heard Kwalick had signed with 


Oakland. At least Coach Dick 
Nolan was. 


"It was news to me," said 


Nolan. "I thought we were 
going to have him. I'll tell you, 
I hate to lose him. He'll help 
anybody he goes with.

NEW YORK (UPI) -- Billie 


Jean King and Howard Cosell 
both came out in support of 
expanded rights for amateur 
athletes Tuesday, attacking 
the present structure as too 
confining to allow individual 
rights. 


Each supported greater free- 


doms but differed in their ap- 
proach as how best to ensure 
these rights in the second of 
two days of hearings by the 
President's 
Commission on 


Olympic Sports. 


Mrs. King, the 
reigning 


Wimbledon and former U.S. 
Open tennis champion, sup- 
ported the 
concept of an 


"athlete's bill of rights" and 
also called for the abolition of 
"amateurs." 


Cosell, a commentator with 


the ABC television network, 
opted for the idea of a federal 
commission 
to 
oversee all 


amateur sports, placed above 
the U.S. Olympic Committee, 
the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic 
Association 
and 
the 


Amateur Athletic Union. 


"There's been a lot of talk 


about the athletes' bill of 
rights," said Mrs. King. "They 
really need one. They don't 
have one now. They have to 
have the same educational op- 


portunities as anybody else in 
society. No one may direct or 
order another person unless 
they're under contract or by 
civil law." 


She also called for the 


elimination of amateur status, 
saying "amateurs are getting 
shafted. They should be 
playing for money just like 
everyone else. You can't eat 
your trophies." 


Cosell, in repeating an argu- 


ment made last year before the 
U.S. Senate, called for a per- 
manent three-to-five member 
Federal Commission superior 
in position to the USOC, simi- 
lar to a proposal introduced 


last year by Sen. Marlow 
Cook, a Kentucky Democrat, 
to oversee all amateur sports 
in America. 


"We also need greater sup- 


port from all three television 
networks and the sporting 
press in this country," said 
Cosell. "It'll take time. I also 
think it would be a very good 


thing for professional clubs to 
help out amateur sports. Just 
exactly how, though, I'm (not 
qualified to comment on." 


The USOC is presently in 


control of the selection of ath- 
letes for international com- 
petition.

Regional consolidation of 


pediatric and obstetric ser- 
vices—a move bitterly op- 
posed by Northern Dutchess 
Hospital in Rhinebeck—is 
viewed somewhat more favor- 
ably by officials at the two 
major health care institutions 
in Kingston. 


A proposed state regulation 


would esteblish population 
density ami annual birth to- 
tals as criteria to justify reten- 
tion of maternity and pediatric 
services at all of the state's 
hospitals. Because Dutchess 
County has a population den- 
sity of 282 persons per square 
mile, its hospitals would each 
have to average 1,500 births 
per year under the proposed 
regulation in order to avoid 
significant cutbacks in finan- 
c i a l r e i m b u r s e m e n t s . 
Northern Dutchess Hospital, 
with an average annual birth 
total of 325, could be forced to 
eliminate its maternity and 
child care units. 


The regulation would affect 


• Benedictine and 
Kingston 


Hospitals as well. Each facility 
averages about 700 births per 
year, but Ulster County's pop- 
ulation density of 123 persons 
per square mile would require 
1,000 births at each hospital 
per year if they wish to avoid 
financial penalties. 


But w h i l e 
N o r t h e r n 


Dutchess Hospital has 
launched a region-wide cam- 
paign to defeat the proposed 
measure, officials at Benedic- 
tine and Kingston don't seem 
unduly concerned. 


"If there is a consolidation of 


services, I personally think 
there would be a positive ef- 
fect," said Robert J. Trinley, 
executive vico-president of 
Benedictine Hospital, "If you 
do something three times a 
week you achieve a certain 
proficiency. If you do that 
same thing 10 times a week, 
your proficiency level in- 
creases." 


Trinley added that con- 


solidation would improve the 
economic viability of the hos- 
pitals concerned, as well. 


"In my mind, consolidation 


is a good thing," said Kingston 
Hospital Administrator An- 
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thony R. Triulzi, "in numbers 
there is efficiency." 


There were attempts two 


years ago to consolidate the 
obsteric and pediatric units at 
Kingston and Benedictine 
Hospitals—Kingston would 
have handled obstetric ser- 
vices and Benedictine would 
have handled pediatric cases 
—but the talks were sus- 
pended. 


Officials at both hospitals 


were asked whether consolida- 
tion efforts might be renewed 
even if the proposed state regu- 
lation is not approved. 


"I believe that both hospi- 


tals, at some point, would real- 
ly have to consider consolida- 
tion of services," said Trinley, 
"we are aware of the necessity 
of consolidation and we are 
aware of the importance of 
such a move in the future." 


Triulzi, however, appeared 


less optimistic. "You have to 
have two to talk," was his only 
comment. 


With the future of the regu- 


lation still in doubt—it has 
been referred back to commit- 
tee for another year of study- 
no concise plan has been 
formulated for the consolida- 
tion of the region's hospitals. It 
would be safe to assume, how- 
ever, that elimination of 
pediatric and obstetric ser- 
vices at Northern Dutchess 
would force its patients to util- 
ize one of the hospitals in 
e i t h e r 
K i n g s t o n 
o r 


Poughkeepsie. Trinley 
said 


that Benedictine "would be in 
a position to handle" the in- 
creased number of patients if 
Northern Dutchess is forced to 
eliminate some services. 


Northern Dutchess officials 


maintain that they can offer a 
quality of personal care un- 
surpassed Dy any of the larger 
hospitals in the region, and for 
that reason they oppose con- 
solidation. But Ellenville 
Community Hospital—similar 
to Northern Dutchess in size 
and relative geographic loca- 
tion—doesn't view the future 
with similar concern, 


"If it is done over a period of 


time and in an orderly fashion, 
I think consolidation wouldbe 
a good thing," said adminis- 
trator 
Evald Bors-Koefoed, 


"we could certainly use the 
space now occupied by our 


maternity unit for other pro- 
grams." 


Because of its distance from 


major medical facilities in 
K i n g s t o n , N e w b u r g h , 
Poughkeepsie and Mid- 
dletown, the hospital in Ellen- 
ville, and the people it serves, 
face a unique situation should 
the maternity department be 
forced to close. "My only reser- 
vation," said Bors-Koefoed, 
"is whether people will have 
time to get to a hospital in an 
emergency situation. We will 
have to be prepared to handle 
some obstetric and pediatric 
cases in our emergency room." 


Northern Dutchess, how- 


ever, appears undaunted that 
neighboring hospitals ap- 
parently don't share its con- 
cern. 
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
